1. GENERAL 

Major Battles reported on a conversation with A-2, FEAF, regarding JANIS 
153 area. He brought out that three (3) air objective folders (l complete and 
2 in draft form) have been compiled by a large staff of experts, many of whom 
were former area residents. The objective folder^^^draf^forn^^^poss^l^^^ 
be secured through the Directorof 'Intelligence, 

He also brought out that^^^^^l has made an extensive reconnaissance of that 
area; however, very little information is coming into Washington, D. C. 

reported that an unpublished monograph prepared by OSS for ONI 
which covers a part of JANIS 153 area is now on file in JISPB. It contains 
about 4^0 pages with charts. 

Captain Macomb made a further report on reference material available for 
JANIS 153. Maps in the Library of Congress appear to be of little use. Many 
good references written in Dutch with an English summary are available in the 
Weather Bureau and Geological Survey libraries. The Coast & Geodetic Survey 
library has practically nothing that can be of use. Captain Macomb stated 
that he is compiling a bibliography which will contain the title of the publi- 
cations, author, publisher, subject and area covered including a brief summary 
of the contents. He will continue to visit other libraries and then contact 
contributors. 

The Chairman informed the conferees of a meeting with Col. Morgan of the 
AAF Arctic-Desert Branch. Col. Morgan is willing to assist in any way possible. 
However, in view of the excellent quality of JANIS, he did not feel that he 
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could offer much. Col. Morgan invites inquiries on any subject. It was brought 
out that much information is secured through personal interviews with returning 
servicemen.
